Editorial 


SOMETHING TO BEAR IN MIND 

When Victoria County Council met for its 1955 in- 
augural meeting. newly-elected. .Warden- Sherman 
Moore expressed the thought that the Ross Memorial 
Hospital Board might this year advance further sug- 
gestions for the expansion of facilities at the hospital. 
We believe this anticipatory feeling is shared by the 
majority of people in this community who recognize 
certain existing inadequacies within the present hospi- 
tal. 


The January “Staff Letter” of G. A. Brakeley & 
Co. Ltd., successors to John Price Jones (Canada) Ltd., 
carries the following brief commentary on hospitals by 
C. Rufus Rorem. executive director of the Hospital 
Council of Philadelphia, which was taken from an 
article he wrote for the American Journal of Health: 
“Expansion of hospital plant and equipment is not 
an unmixed blessing. New construction costs are in- 
evitably followed by expenditures equal to ten or twenty 
times the capital investment. These are necssary to 
finance service during the useful life of the buildings 
and eanipment. After a community spends $2,000,000 
to construct or expand a hospital, it must raise from 
$700,000 to $1,000,000 for annual operating expenses, 
: uming a constant price level and full utilization.” 
This very significant statement is one which 
must command the thoughtful consideration of all who 
are interested in hospital expansion. It is a revealing 
pronouncement which emphasizes the need De ap- 
proaching hospital expansion on a realistic basis com- 
mensurate with the economic ability of the commun- 


ass 


ity to be served. 

; In the future presentation of any proposals for 
hospital expansion here, the matter of raising money 
to finance initial costs and of ensuring the availability 
of funds to take care of accruing demands (which Mr. 
Rorem assures us are the inevitable outcome of expan- 
sion) will need to be presented in detail if public support 
js to be encouraged. Anything short of complete in- 
formation relative to the foreseeable obligations of the 
community to be served could have the effect of defeat- 
ing the objective because failure to do this would abe 
almost certain to create an atmosphere of uncooperative 


doubt.

In my own constituency 30 per 
cent of the labouring men are out 
of work. In the northern half of my 
constituency 50 per cent of the ‘men 
are out of work. The reason Ss that 
it is a tourist and lumbering dis- 
trict, and when the tourists go in 
the fall there is nothing for the 
people to lean upon except the lum- 
bering industry. Many workmen 
from other parts of Canada drift 
into the Haliburton area looking for 
work in the winter months. They 
have drifted there this year, but 
there has been no work for them.

RAILWAY LAYOFFS 

There is one other point about the 
unemployment situation that I 
think I should mention, and it has 
to do with the Canadian National 
Railways, The Belleville division is 
in my riding, and the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways have sent out an 
order laying off 60 section crew men 
in that division. That cuts that lab- 
our force right in two. You had an 
average of four men to a section 
taking care of and maintaining 7 
miles of track and now there will 
be four men taking care of 47 miles. 
The order is to become effective on 
the Ist of February.» ~ 

Snow removal costs have been 
twice as great this year as in any 
of the last ten years. The idea of 
cutting the number of section- 
men is not new. The present set-up 


in operation for 30 years to my 
knowledge. The same crews haze 
been taking care of the same muil- 
eage, maintaining the same number 
of miles of track But now the 
CG.N.R. has seen fit to knock off 60 
men and cut the number right in 
two. Hours of labour are shorter now 
than they were 15 years ago. Men 
do not do as much had work os 
they used to, but the C.N_R. is going 
to ask these men to do twice as much 
work with half as many men. 

It appears to the employees that 
this move is simply retaliation by 
the C.N.R. on account of the fringe 
benefits awarded the men by Mr. 
Justice Sloan in the arbitration of 
a few months ago. In 1951 the Can- 
adian National Railways came for- 
ward with the very same program 
at about the same time of year. I 
spoke in the house on the matter at 


for some reason or other it was not 
put into effect; the situation was 
left unchanged and has remained 
that way up until the present time. 
In 1951 there were 6 roadmasters on 
the Belleville division and today they 
have 21. There are to be fewer sec- 
tionmen with more miles to cover 
and there is more snow to remove, 
but there are three times as many 
roadmasters. I think certain types 
of work on the C.N.R. could stand to 
be investigated, because it seems to 
me that the railway is overloaded 
with officials from top to bottom. 
Men are being moved all over the 
system. Men with 40 years of service 
are affected and are going to be 
moved about from one part of the 
country to another if they wish to 
hold their jobs. The younger men 
of course are the ones who will be 
laid off. The C.N.R. has 50 per 
cent more officials than the C.P_R., 
on the basis of the number of lab- 
ouring men. No wonder the Canad-

Council Okays 
Parking Meter 
Proposals 


When Lindsay's Police Committee 
met recently under the chairman- 
ship of Bruce Maidens, they con- 
sidered three alternatives regarding 
Lindsay’s parking meters before 
arriving at the recommendations 
presented to Council Monday night 
at a special meeting. The alterna- 
tives were (1) To instal 50 double- 
head meters on the north and south 
of Kent St., (which woulq entail 
half the number now standing) at 
an estimated cost of $8,000, (present 
ones would bring $10 apiece in 
trade; (2) To turn the 362 meters 
now in use for seven years, and 
have them overhauled at a cost of 
$21.75 each: and (3) To leave meters 
as they are, and have Cadet Nim- 
mock take care of their mechanism 
which should be completed by the 
end of May. 

It was brought out that revenue 
from this source for 1954 was $16,000, 
net $13,076 after salaries deleted 
This was shown to be actually high- 
er than the best year (1952) the 
town ever had, generally speaking. 

The recommendations that Alder_ 

man Maidens submitted were all ap- 
proved, and are as follows: 
1. Carry out present policy of ser- 
vicing all meters by Cadet Nimmock. 
2. Leave meters in present position. 
3. Paint 45-degree parking lines on 
Kent St. to cover existing meters. 
4. Purchase street marking machine 
from meter money -approximate 
cost -$90.00. 


6. Purchase coin sortjng machine for 
meter money - approximate cost- 
$200.00. 

6. Set aside $3,000. per year from 
n-eter money to purchase new type 
meters; meter purchase at discre- 


tion of council. | 


On motion of Reeve Butler, se- | 
conded by Alderman Breese the 
above matterg were accepted. Alder- 
man Holtom asked if Cadet Nim- 
mock could replace parts etc. He was 
assured that this is so. The Reeve 
remarked that we are “saving a lot 
of money with that chap.”

Rare Disease 
Strikes Child, 
Sick 5 Hours — 


An uncommon disease, 


termed 
“acute meningococcemia” struck 
down the infant daughter of a 


Lindsay family recently and, accord 
ing to reports, this is the first time 
the disease has made its appearance 
in almost a year in this district. 

The disease is reported to be a 
generalized infection, that is more 
often seen in children than adults, 
and starts like a common cold in 
the nose and throat, after which it 
Teaches the bloodstream. In the 
particular case reported, the child 
was ill for only five hours prior 
to her death. 

It has been reliably learned that 
this disedse is extremely rapid in its 
progress and is contagious, although 
with the development of antibiotics, 
is not necessarily fatal, provided. a 
doctor is called in sufficient time. 

“The Post” is advised that in all 
cases of this type, the Medical Offi- 
cer of Health must be notified, and 
it is he who decides whether isola- 
tionary precautions will be taken 

The cause of the disease reported 
to be unknown, since it is relatively 
rare and pathologists have been 
unable to give it the extensive study 
that it requires.

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HOCKEY STICKS ARE FOR HOCKEY 

Hockey sticks exist for the sole purpose of playing 
hockey. When they are used for any other purpose— 
specifically, to attack spectators and opposing players— 
punishment should be swift and drastic. Because it is 
not, never has been, and apparently never will be under 
the existing National Hockey League management, we 
get such disgusting incidents as that at the Maple Leaf 
Gardens Saturday night, when the Detroit team captain, 
Ted Lindsay, used his stick for a wholly unprovoked 
assault on a spectator. 

We do not blame Lindsay so much for this 
incident as we blame NHL officials and particularly 
the NHL president, Mr. Clarence Campbell. Lindsay 
has done this before, and been permitted to get away 
with it. Other players have misused their sticks, and 
been lightly punished if at all. 

After (tkough not in consequence of) Rocket Rich- 
ard’s attack on a Maple Leaf player last month, Mr. 
Campbell solemnly met in New York with his rules com- 
mittee, and solemnly announced its plans for stricter and 
more uniform enforcement. But what punishment, 
three days later, did Mr. Campbell mete ont to Richard 
for the December 29 fracas? A fine of $250. With 
this example before them. why shouldn’t NHL players 
go right on using their sticks as weapons? 

Attacking people with hockey sticks is an offense 
not only against the rules of the game, but against the 
law of the land. If NHL officials cannot prevent this 
form of criminal assault, then perhaps the police should 
be called in to do so. What is clear beyond question 
is that Mr. Campbell is unable or unwilling to meet the 
responsibilities of his job. Let him, in either case, re- 
sign. And if it is a matter of inability, rather than un- 
willingness, to maintain law and order on the ice, let 
him say, in resigning, what the obstruction is.

THE LITTLE THINGS 

A husband generally suffers in silence those irritat- 
ing little habits which make his mate somewhat less 
than angelic in his eyes. From time to time, however, 
one of the worms turns. Such was the case the other 
day in Copenhagen when a Danish husband won a di- 
vorce on the ground that his wife persisted in squeezing 
the toothpaste tube in the middle after he had taken 
pains to see that it was emptied in erderly fashion from 
the bottom. The judge observed that such an offence 
would not normally be a ground for divorce but the 
husband had shown himself to be sensitive on the mat- 
ter and still the aggravation was continued. 


This case could serve well as a warning to those 
wives who persist in goading the poor beast. He may 
yet show that he has fangs. Conversely, it should also 
warn husbands, for many of them have a tendency to 
throw that wet coat on the banister in the hall and to 
dispose of their soiled linen in the most outlandish 
places. 

In Canada, of course, such offences would not be 
grounds for divorce, but there is always the rolling 
pin or baseball bat. It is not our intention to set mar- 
riage partners eyeing each other malevolently while mn- 
tally cataloguing lists of faults. thus setting off a great 
wave of discontent. Our purpose, rather is to show 
that little things can and do mean a lot and that a tardy 
addition to mend some of those habits which vex one’s 
mate so sorely would do no harm and, possibly, would do 
mauch good. —Hamilton Spectator. 


HIGH-COST HEALTH INSURANCE 

Canadians are health insurance minded, and in the 
absence of national health insurance, they have gone 
out shopping, individually and in groups, for protection 
against the financial cost of ilIness. The packages they 
have brought home are as varied as the contents of a 
grocery basket in form, price and value. 

The diversity is brought out in a survey of prepaid 
health plans by Labor Research a bulletin of the Canad- 
jan Congress of Labor. Between 1942 and 1952, the 
proportion of Canadians covered by voluntary hospital 
insurance rose from 6 per cent. to 37 per cent., while 
the proportion covered by government hospital programs 
rose from five to 20 percent. At the end of 1952, near- 
ly 4,000,000 had surgical insurance and more than 2,- 
900,000 had medical insurance, compared with totals of 
700,000 and 250,000 respectively in 1945. 

These are fairly impressive figures but, as Labor 
Research points out, they tell nothing of the quality of 
coverage. The survey discloses that in many cases the

protection offered is meagre, and there are wide dif- 
ferences in the amount of protection supplied per dollar 
of premium, 
° The agencies selling prepaid health insurance fall 
into two broad categories; voluntary non-profit societ- 
ies and commercial insurance companies. As might be 
expected, the non-profit plans bring larger ultimate 
benefits to the average insured person. 

For example, Ontario Blue Cross (a non-profit plan 
sponsored by the Ontario Hospital association) report- 
ed that benefits paid out in 1953 amounted to 91,86 per 
cent. of ils premium income. 

Health plans sponsored by insurance companies 
retuim a far smaller portion of the premium dollar to 
subscribers in the form of benefits, according to figures 
quoted by Labor Research and drawn from the annual 
reports of the superintendent of insurance for Ontario, 

In 1952, for instance, the ratio of net losses incur- 
red to net premiums written for sickness insurance by 
companies.in Ontario was 42 per cent. This percentage 
was typical for the years 1947 to 1952. It means that 
for every $1 of premium paid into these sickness plans, 
not more than 42 cents was returned in benefits. Costs 
of selling and administration, and profit, evidently ate 
up more than half the premium dollar. 

Many of the commercial prepaid health plans are 
studded with exemptions and qualifications, so that they 
often prove valueless when illness strikes. 

Such facts make it plain that it pays to shop care- 
fully whether one is buying groceries or health insur- 
ance.

We came to this conclusion while watching a television 
program of alleged humor featuring two comedians, or 
comics as they are sometimes—and justifiably called. 

“Man,” said one, “you are the greatest.”

Urges Dealers 
Keep Adequate 
Proper Records 


“We will haye to put a clamp on 
these places of business that buy 
used articles and antiques,” sald 
Magistrate R.I. Moore in Court Fri- 
day. “It seems that it is much too 
easy to dispose of stolen goods. I 
think that they should keep a list 
of all merchandise bought, and the 
seller's name and address.” 

The magistrate made this state- 
ment after hearing the testimony of 
four Lindsay youths who appeared 
before him charged on various 
counts of housebreaking and theft. 

‘The four youths, aged 21, 19, 17, 
and 16, respectively, were all sen- 
tenced by Magistrate Moore after 
pleading guilty to all counts charged. 
One recelved 6, 3, and 1 months 
to be served consecutively; Another 
six ang three, consecutive; the third 
three and one, consecutive, and the 
fourth youth received a two-year 
suspended sentence after the Magis- 
trate listened to a plea from his 
family and the promise of help from 
Mr. Richard Butler from whom he 
had stolen. 

At three different dates the youths 
were charged with having stolen 
various merchandise from the home 
of Mr. Butler and had taken the 
goods to Mrs. Oliver Jackson, an 
antique dealer, from whom they 
recelyed money in exchange. One 
of the charged was well-known ~to 
Mr. Butler as he had been doing 
several odd jobs for him in the past, 
and had knowledge as to how to 
gain access to the home. 

Chief Hunter, after reading to 
the court the statements that he 
haq taken from the four accused, 
stated that most of the stolen pro- 
perty in this case had been recovered 
by the police. 

The group were also fointly 
charged with haying broken into a 
house owned by Mr. George A. 
Robertson, at 12 Georgina St., from 
where some household articles and 
two antique gums were taken. The 
police stated that some of these 
articles hag also been sold to Mrs. 
Jackson, although Mr. Robertson 
said that some things are still 
missing. 

Critical of Keeping 
Furnished House Vacant 

When asked by Magistrate Moore 
how long the house in question had 
been vacant, Mr. Robertson stated 
that no one had occupied it for 
about eight years, although it was 
still furnished. Magistrate Moore 
said that he felt that the house 
should not have been left vacant 
for so many years “It is not a 
normal condition for a person to 
keep a house furnished and vacant 
when others are desperately in need 
of housing.” He said that if it had 
been children involved in this case, 
they would have every right in the 
world to consider it as a “haunted 
house”, as it had been so long since 
it haq seen a tenant. One of the 
accused sald that when he was a- 
bout eight years old he used to play 
around the old building and that 
it was considered a wreck then. 

Crown Attorney Lorne Jordan told 
the court that anyone who would 
leave a house vacant for that period 
of time deserves trouble. 

Long Record 

Before passing sentence on the 
youths, Magistrate Moore asked to 
hear of their previous criminal re- 
cords, which, {t turned out, was 
extensive, including a variety of 
theft changes; violations of the 
Liquor Act, wilful damage, shop- 
breaking, and Joyriding. 

The four youths were arrested last 
Wednesday following a thorough in_ 
vestigation conducted by Chief 
Hunter and P. C. Wm. Mosley. 


Asks Clarification 


Regarding the story in Friday's 
paper concerning the four 
youths who were sentenced on 
charges of housebreaking and 
theft, it was later pointed out 
to “The Post” by one of the 
acoused that he had no previous 
record prior to this conviction. 

He asked that this be made 
public as his “reputation may be 
damaged otherwise.”

In a hot-bed, seeds can be 
started two to four weeks earlier 
in the spring than in a cold 
frame, with a corresponding 
gain in the earliness of your 
harvest. Electric heat nt only 
costs less than the old-fashioned 
method using fermenting ma- 
nure, but it is more even and 
dependable, and lasts as late in- 
to the spring as you may need it. 

‘An electric hot-bed is thé next 
thing to a greenhouse, and will 
do for the average amateur at 
minimum operating cost, most 
of the jobs for which he could 
use a greenhouse, _~ 

After constructing a frame of 
the standard pattern, with what- 
ever variations from the stand- 
ard you prefer, the frame should 
be sunk in the ground about six 
inches and soik removed within 
it to that depth. The heating 
cable is arranged on the bottom 
in loops as illustrated, so that the 
distribution of heat will be even. 

The supply wire and cable are 
both connected to a thermostat, 
which can be set at the desired 
minimum temperature, so that 
as soon as the thermometer 
falls to that point heat is turned 
on. 
‘When temperature rises a few 
degrees aboye the minimum, 
heat is shut off, and the varia- 
tion between maximum and min- 
imum temperatures is much less 
than with the old-fashioned hot- 
bed. 

The heating cable may be 


Heating cable in hot-bed should be 
arranged in loops for even 
coverage. 
covered with four tc six inches 
of soil in which seeds are sown. 
It is a good idea to place a 
sheet of fine meshed poultry wire 
an inch above the cable, with 

soil between. 

Another method is to grow 
plants in flats, which are placed 
above the heating cable, which 
‘may be imbedded in the soil on 
which the flats stand. A special 
type of cable may be obtained, 
which can be laid on top of the 
soil, and be protected by grating 
of wooden slats on which the 
flats stand. To improve insuja- 
tion and reduce current con- 
sumption, the frame should be 
banked with cinders, which are 
covered with soil, to within a 
few inches of the top.

For Lindsay Fair’s Deficit 


When the annual statement of 
revenue and expenses of the Lindsay 
Central Exhibition was presented at 
the recent meeting of the Board 
the statement showed that the 1954 
fair concluded with an excess ‘of 
expenditure over revenue of 
$2,787.86. 

Mr. F. W. Wilson, the manager- 
treasurer of the fair told "The Post’ 
that this operating deficit was 
definitely not attributable to mis- 
management or any lack of enthusi- 
asm on the part of the citizens or 
the Board. 

“The reason for the loss ag I see} 
{t,” said Mr.’ Wilson “is the fact 
that the weather on two of the} 
fair days was bad, with rain and 
low temperatures, which naturally 
affected the attendance and receipts 


in general.” 
Mr. Wilson also indicated that 
in 1953 a prize grant from the 


Orpen stake race of $1,000 was given, 
and not in 1954. There was also 
$1,400 more in prize money given 
this year, he said. 

“Other expenses were up during 
1954," he said, “including rent, cleri_ 
cal work, wages, advertising insur- 
ance, and other sundry operating 
expenses,” 

Mr, Wilson said that this inereas- 
ed overhead, combines with two days 
of bad weather, compared with the 
relatively small loss, was indicative 
of the strong support given the fair 
by citizens of the county. , 

The fair's total revenue amounted 
to $44,527.67 in 1954 as compared 
with $48,144.66 in 1953. Expenses in 
1954 were $47,315.53 as against 
$46,223.16 in 1953. In 1953 the fair 
operated at a profit of $1,921.50.

and income. Some interesting 
comparisons may be made with 
two major agricultural price de- 
clines we have experienced in 
the past. In the price declines 
of 1920-24 and 1929-33 farm 
prices declined a little more than 
50 per cent. But these declines 
were partially offset by declines 
of from 25 to 30 per cent in the 
cost of things farmers buy. On 
the other hand, in the price de- 
cline since 1951, prices of farm 
products have fallen approxim- 
atély 22 per cent. However. in 
this case there has been no 
appreciable reduction since 1951 
in the cost of goods and services 
the farmer buys. The farmer 
has therefore been feeling the 
steadily increasing pressure of 
a cost-price squeeze from 1951 
to date on the basis of net 
farm income--estimating thr 
drop in net farm income for 1954 
at at. least $300 million. more 
than three quarters of the 1954 
decline in the gross national 
income--this year’s net farm in- 
come js down 37 per cent from 
1951. Then, when the farm fam- 
fly proceeds to spent its smaller 
income, it finds that farm fam- 
ily living costs are up 17 per cent 
over the level of 1949”. 
The foregoing ‘picture seems to 
make crystal clear that the farmer 
has been carrying more than his 
appropriate share of the load?

"Tt is also am individual job as 
well as for groups because the first 
step toward public relations is to 
be convinced of the need of them.

The second reading of the by-law 
to restrict traffic and parking in 
certain sections of town was about to 
be read at Monday’s meeting of 
Lindsay’s Council when town clerk, 
W. R. Allely read a petition signed 
by many businessmen at the Kent 
St., Lindsay St intersection who 
requested that the proposed by-law 
not be proceeded with, and that in- 
stead, have the parking regulations 
on Lindsay St. N. enforced. 

Alderman Russell Lamp stated 
that he thought the petition had 
been circulated by Mr. Polito, and 
Alderman Harrigan countered by 
saying that he believed that a peti- 
tino was easy to get up and have 
signed, for the same thing happen- 
ed when parking meters were to be 
installed on Kent St. 

“In that case, the petition circu- 
lated contained nearly 100 per cent 
of all the signatures of the busi- 
nessmen who were against the idea,” 
he said.

Duplessis Says His Government 
Will Protect Legitimate Unions 


Quebec City, Feb. 9 —(BUP)— 
Premier Maurice Duplessis says his 
government will take steps to curb 
abuses by employers interfering with 
the rights of legitimate trade unions 
in Quebec. 

He told the 150-thousand member 
Quebec Federation of Labor (TLO- 
AFL) that provincial authorities will 
“try to fing a way” to halt un- 
scrupulous employers who use in- 
timidation to block the formation 
of unions among their employes. 

The Federation, biggest labor or- 
ganization in Quebec, had called 
On the government in its annual 
brief presented to the cabinet today 
to enact legislation which would 
end a wave of “intimidation, dis- 
missals and blackmail” by employ- 
ers, 

The brief chargeq that “the right 
of labor association is today more 


hindered” than ever before.

Duplessis toi Federation Presi- 
dent Roger Proyost and Secretary 
Armand Marion, who headed a 
delegation of 200, that employers 
are abusing their rights by taking 
injunctions against unions to ham- 
string organization of their workers. 

“It is difficult to do more than 
we have done, but we shall try to 
find a way to do better,” the Pre- 
mier said. 

“Unfortunately,” he declared,

After this Muskles dug in 
and played like madmen to maintain 
their slim margin. The win leaves 
them in second place and hot on 
Cobourg’s tail. 

1st Period 

Muskies opened the scoring quick- 
ly as Mortimer stepped on the Ice, 
took a pass and went the length 
of the ice and around the net to 
slip one past Allister at 1:40.

‘was uncertainty in some quart- 
ters regarding the outlook for 
1954.

We may have to adjust 
to new patterns and new de- 
mands, but I am confident we 
will meet the challenge.”

Vast Highway 
Construction 


The Ontario Government has 
promised a yast highway construc- 
tion program to help cut down un- 
employment in the province. 

The program was disclosed in the 
Speech from the Throne read at the 
opening of the fifth session of 
Ontario's 24th. 

No amount was disclosed, but a 
Queen's Park source says the pro- 
gram will total 200-million dollars. 

The Speech from the Throne said 
the highway projects and public 
works program combined with the 
St. Lawrence Seaway and power 
project constitute the largest public 
investment program in Ontario’s 
history. 

The speech made no mention of 
an amusement tax reduction which 
was widely forecast. 

The report says the highway pro- 
gram calls for repaving of 700 miles 
of road, accelerated work on four- 
lane highways and bypasses, con- 
struction of new roads into northern 
timber and mining areas and a new 
system of classifying and marking 
highways. 

The speech also promises to re- 
duce the number of jurors in civil 
actions from 12 to six; give Indian 
widows the benefits of Ontario's 
mother’s allowance and increase 
assistance to disabled and handicap-_ 
ped persons. —BUP

Alderman Joseph Holtom, at 
Monday's Counc] Meeting touched 
on a subject that has been causing 
considerable comment and complaint 
from many motorists in Lindsay for 
some time.

Council Decides To Legalize 
Procedure Taken For Granted 


An involved discussion concerning 
transient trader’s license, business 
taxes, and zoning, came to the fore 
at Monday's meeting of Lindsay's 
Council. When Mayor A. E. Hick 
called for any delegations wishing 
to be heard by council, a young 
Lndsay map approached the mem- 
bers with great dignity and respect, 
seeking permission to open a small 
grocery store at the south-west 
corner of William and Pottinger 
Streets. Unfortunately, no one knew 
or ascertained the man's name. 


The man said he had been in- 
formed that In some cases {t Is 
unnecessary to pay the $100, license 
fee if a year's business tax was pald 
in advance. He said that he would 
like to do this for he would need 
the difference in the amounts to put 
in his proposed business. 


The matter was heard by council, 
and brought up for further discus- 
sion later in the meeting. Reeve 
Richard Butler immediately made a 
motion that the man be given per- 
mission to open his store if he paid 
the business tax, but Alderman B. 
Maidens countered with the state- 
ment that council had no authority 
to do such a thing as no by-law had 
eyer been passed permitting such 
sorion. (It Was noted by Mr. Maidens’ 
that while no by-law existed: such 

e--dure had (ham) peat" the 
past.) 


When it was suggested that this 
man should pay the transient 
trader’s fee, Chief of Police John 
Hunter was asked for his opinion, 
and he said that “my interpretation 
is such that it wouldn't apply to 
small businesses, for they have never 
paiq the transient trader's license, 
only a business tax, This man has 
been good enough to come before 
council] seeking permission ,whereas 
others might have just opened their 
place of business without asking any 
questions first.” 

“Tt must be considered,” said Al- 
derman W. S. W. Breese, “that if 
this store would provide a service to 
the people in that part of town, let 
ug pass a by-law to permit him to 
pay the business tax and open up. In 
future cases we should take into 
consideration the service rendered 
and the need.” 

Alderman Joseph Holtom asked

Surprise! 


New Premier | 
For Russia 


The People of Russia have a new 
premier , . . Marshal Nikolai Bul- 
ganin. 

He succeeded Georgi Malenkov 
today in a bloodless upheaval behind 
the Kremlin walls. 

‘The electrifying development 
came at Tuesday am. anq p.m. 
sessions of the Supreme Soviet, bet- 
ter known here as the Russian Par- 
liament, which met in the White 
Chamber of the Grand Palace of the 
Kremlin. 

At the morning session, 13-hund- 
red deputies and foreign correspon- 
dents were on hand to hear a for- 
eign policy address by Foreign Min- 
Molotov. 

But instead, the chairman of the 
parliament moved to the speaker's 
rostrum and read an official an- 
nouncement from Malenkov. Mal- 
enkov said he was guilty of direct- 
ing Soviet Policy away from heavy 
industry in favor of more consumer 
goods. 

And Malenkoy said he was resign- 
ing as premier because he lacked ex- 
perience in running the government 

While the statement was being 
read, Malenkov sat in his regular 
place with the other members of 
the nine-man praesidium of the 
party—the man who have run the 
Soviet Union since the death 
Stalin nearly two yaars ago. 

Malenkov never changed expres- 
sion during the four minute reading 
of his resignation. Everyone else 
started to look at each other with 
Stares of amazement, And the dra- 
matic meeting was recessed until 
afternoon in Moscow, 8 a.m. (EST, 
here. 

Malenkoy was the first to enter | 
the chamber for the afternoon ses- 
sion and a wave of applause greet- | 
ed him. Then Nikita Khrushchev 
—the chairman of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Soviet Communist 
party—arose and walked to the 
speaker's rostrum. 

Khrushchey spoke briefly — and | 
almost in a matter of seconds an- | 
nounced that 60-year-old Marshal | 
Bulganin would be the new premier. 
Within five minutes, the parliament 
voted its unanimous approval. 

Bulganin—a close friend of the 
late Premier Stalin—promised to 
return Russia to a policy that em- 
phasizes heavy industry and agri-| 
cultural development—not consum- 
er goods.—BUP.

ACCENT ON ABILITY 

Next week is ‘‘White Cane Week” in Canada. 
purpose, quoting the field secretary of CN.LB:, “is to 
educate the public on the needs of the blind people of this 
country and to familiarize the public with the signifi- 
cance of the White Cane.” 

In a White Cane Week message that will interest 
every person in Canada who wears glasses, Miss Joyce 
Hickling, Director of Prevention of Blindness, The Can- 
adian National Institute for the Blind, called for a real- 
istic approach fo the problem of defective vision, “Make 
the best possible use of the vision you have,” she de- 
clared, “Instead of lamenting on how little you see.” 

She explained that much of the work of her de- 
partment lies in instructing teachers, parents, and oth- 
ers in the best methods of using to the full extremely 
limited vision. 

“In the case of children, special schools or segre- 
gated classes are not always necessary,” Miss Hickling 
said, “The visually impaired child may do very nicely 
in the regular school if he gets a little special training. 
It’s simply a matter of putting the accent on ability not 
disability, the thought we are suggesting during White 
Cane Week.”

THE ‘REMARKABLE’ MIDDLE-CLASS 

Dr. Gilbert Murray, in an address to the Le Play 
Society at Oxford-on the eve of his eighty-ninth birthday, 
said one of the troubles throughout Burope was that so 
many countries had not got a middle-class. 

“There is nothing hut the rich against the poor,” 
he said. “In all the countries without a middle-class 
there is something unstable and an element of rather 
perpetual strife. a 

“We have not only got a middle-class but one which is 
highly intellectual, competent and tested in doing the 
work of government. It is quite remarkable, and I don’t 
know that there is anything like it elsewhere.” 

There was a serious danger that the world might be 
swamped by the coloured non-Christian races which 
would introduce a much lower moral standard of goyern- 
ment. 

“We who were great reformers wishing to alter the 
state of things must now have a more overriding consid- 
eration to see that this civilization, which with all its 
faults ig a most precious thing, is not destroyed,”

DETERRING RECKLESS DRIVING 

A recent editorial in these columns called upon the 
Attorney General to review the light penalties imposed 
on motorists convicted of drunken or reckless driving. 
It would now appear from a report to the Civic Traffic 
Committee that some drivers involved in accidents and 
who were held responsible were not even prosecuted, 
let alone penalized. ‘ 

This report from the Police Department showed 
that in 1953 60 drivers involved in 75 fatal accidents 
were not prosecuted. Of the 15 that were prosecuted, 
only four were imprisoned, receiving short terms. The 
others were either dismissed or fined. 

Of the 60 cases where no prosecution took place, 44 
drivers were exonerated by coroner's jury, in 11 in- 
stances’an inquest was deemed unnecessary, but five 
were held responsible by the jury yet were not charged. 

Light sentences when cases are prosecuted, and no 
prosecutions in several cases—this is a report which 
should arouse the concern of the Attorney General. 
Safety campaigns serve a useful purpose, but if the 
courts are lenient and if the Crown Attorney's office 
neglects to press charges when they should be pressed, 
little progress can be expected in reducing the shocking 
toll of automobile fatalities. —The, Telegram.

An eighty-year-old Turkish newspaper editor has 
been jailed for twenty-six months for writing editorials 
found to have been insulting to Turkey's Prime Minister 
and his Cabinet colleagues. The text of the editorials 
is not available here. but if insulting politicians were to 
become an offence in Canada, a good many editors would 
be behind bars, By the same token if insulting news- 
papers were an offence, a lot of politicians also would 
be on the inside looking out.

THE MYTH OF “SATURATION” 

There are people who keep harping on the danger 
of production outrinning consumption, who say that 
marts for consumer durable goods may become saturat- 
ed. The monthly reyiow of the New York National 
City Bank, famous for its authoritative surveys of busi- 
ness, comes with this answer: 

Since the war vastnumbers of homes, cars, applian- 
ces and other durable goods have been built and sold. 
Yet families showed last year that they were still ready 
and willing to buy the products that they find attractive. 
In the third quarter of the year, consumers were spend- 
ing for durable goods and new homes at a faster overall 
rate than at the 1953 peak.” 

The explanation? The National City Bank article 


* goes on: 


“This experience shows that families tend to up- 


_ grade their wants rather than to become ‘saturated.” 


Today it is generally the people who already have a 
house or car or home appliance who are the heart of 
the market for a new version, The housing boom is 
kept going, to a considerable degree, by families who 
want larger, better, more homes in suburban areas. More 
passenger cars are on the roads today than ever before 
and half of them are less than five years old, yet the 
new models are receiving an enfhusiastic response. 
Sales of ‘second sets’ to families already owning televis- 
jon receivers are credited with an important part in the 
revival of sales.” = 

What is true in the United States is true, in degree 
at any rate in this country. A Classic example is the 
Bell Telephone Company. Investors considering pur- 
chase of Bell Telephone stock used to ask: when will 
the demand for telephones run out? The demand for 
telephones did not run out, but kept up so strongly and 
continuously that the Bell Company has never been able 
to keep up with it. 

Further, one offen wonders whether those who 
talk about “saturation” of durable goods ever take the 
trouble to look at official statistics. For what these 
show that there are still hundreds of thousands of homes 


in Canada without bathrooms, without refrigerators,. 


without all sorts of appliances—including plumbing, 
In short, “saturation” is a myth — of many 

myths that pessimists use to deny or delay progress. 
—Truro Daily News.

desire for freedom is often presumed to flourish where it 
in fact does not. Not only is liberty taken for granted, 
but also the desire for liberty. When one considers to 
what an extent slavery has come back into the world 
in these times under various guises, particularly under 
the guise of Big Brother Government, it is clearer than 
even along the Thames, the Potomac and the Ottawa 
there must be many who fear the responsibility of free-

THE FORD MOTOR STRIKE .... WHO WON? 

The strike at the plants of the Ford Motor Comp- 
any of Canada, which lasted almost a third of a year— 
one hundred and niné days—was settled during the past 
week; and the international secretary-treasurer of the 
United Auto Workers union was quoted as hailing the 
settlement as a “definite victory” for the union. 

Insofar as the union bosses were concerned, of 
course, it had to be a definite victory. Low otherwise 
could such a lengthy lay off for the workers he justi: 
fied? Bxamination of the terms the settlement, 
however, provides reason for doubts as to just: how 
much of a victory it was, The company, il is true, made 
some concessions; but the history of labour disputes 


of 


in recent years shows that some concessions must be 
made by either side before a settlement can he reached, 

The fact the conces- 
sions made by the union were very much greater than 
those made by the company, And that the concessions 
made by the company almost certainly could have been 
negotiated at a much earlier stage of the dispute, with 
a very considerable saving to the workers in lost time. 

The company, by terms of the settlement, gained its 
most important point in’the dispute in revisions in sen- 
jority procedure ofi short-term lay offs, which, it was 
asserted, will mean a material saying in loss in time and 
material. 3 

An encouraging feature of the set(lement reached 
is that it provides for a province-wide contract; some- 
that the union had been fighting fgr. This gives reason 
for hoping that the intermittent disputes and wild-cat 
walkouts which have plagued the industry in recent 
years may be ended, for some time to come at least. 

The long shut down in this latest’ strike has hit 
both :ompany and workers badly: so much s0_ that 
reason dictates that much thought will be given to the 
subject before another strikb is called.

“District 8" on Wednesday evening. 
This was. revealed by..a committee 
spokesmay, following the meeting. 

Following this refusal, the tea- 
cherg are -reported to: have stated 
tha{. the least- they would accept 
would-be an increase of from $800. 
to $1,000 maximum, and an increase 
of 200. to $400, in the minimum. In 
detail the new requested schedule 
js as follows: Non-specialist, $3,200. 
to $5,800 against-the present $3,000. 
to $5,000. For Specialists, $3,400. to 
$6,000, as opposed fo. the present 
$3,100. to $5,100. Department Heads, 
$3,600 to $6,200 against the present 
$3,200. to $5,200. iK*s 

The Board's offer of §300. to the 
basic maximum, according tw & 
spokesman for the adyisory. com- 
mittee, would place Lindsay in the 
same schedule as Timmins, Kirkland 
‘Lake, Guelph, Brockville, and better 
than Welland, Stratfofd Chatham, 
Brampton, Simcoe, Fort Francis, 
Barrie, Port Colbourne, Leamington, 
Owen. Sound, Centre Hastings 
Woodstock, Tillsonburg, Frontenac 
District, North Halton District,

It was learned through the spokes- 
man that the Board’s committee had 
taken into consideration the present 
assessment, and the position of 
Lindsay compared to other centres, 
and felt that $300. was the maximum 
it could justify.

Conversely, howeyer, the spokes- 
man for the committee said that the 
teachers, tn addition to the $800.-to 
$1,000 hike in maximums, also ~re- 
quested an across-the-board increase 
to all teachers. This was rejected by 
the Board's Committee as they felt 
that the $4257 now paid was con- 
sidered reasonable by them, in 
comparison to other centres, 

I~ was stated that the teachers 
had also requested that the rate 
by which the teachers reach their 
‘maximum be speeded up consider- 
ably by allowing a $200. increase per 
year for first: flve*years, and after 
that, an increase of $300. per year. 
The Board turnec down this request, 
pointing out that the present rate 
of acceleration js deemed adequate 
being $200. per year for 10 years, 
and $300. annually thereafter,

Women Superior 

Women --as individuals or as a 
group --often are called stubborn or 
flighty. But a Georgia judge says 
just the opposite -- at least, where 
women jn the jury box are concern- 
ed. 

Judge A. L, Henson of the Fulton 
County Civil Court says women 
jurors are more attentive during 
trials ang concentrate more than 


|men do on the evidence presented. 


The judge's findings came from a 
survey he made of 208 jurors who 
served in his court this Fall. He 
says that “women listen to all the 
evidence and wil be just as serious 
about a 15-cent verdict as about 
10-thousang dollars.” 

He adds that men are observant 


| but don’t ordinarily try “not to miss 


anything during the trial’ like 
women do. 

Judge Henson also learned through 
his questionnaire that many women 
jurors believe the judge’s charges to 
juries are too long. All of them say 
the charges are helpful and that 
they clearly understand the tech- 
nical legal terms used in trials. 

A few say they got no help from 
the attorneys’ arguments, But all of 
them say that the attorneys and 
judge gave them clear understand- 
ing of the issues disputed during 


trials.

Speak on Egypt 


On Monday, January 17th the 
Friendship Group of Cambridge 
Street United Church met in the 
board room of the Church and the 
members assembled were delighted 
to welcome Dr. and Mrs. R.M.

| of a great deal of research, time 


and interest on his part, He 
stresed that the pyramids, built 
without the aid of machines, cranes 
and precision instruments and tools 
were built solely as burial places 
for departed rulers. He pointed 
out that the perfection of carvings 
aNq workmanship and the inclus- 
lon of jewels, clothing, food and 
servants in the tomb could be at- 
tributed to the belief that the de- 
parted rwer would return and haye 
need of such earthly things. His 
detaileg description of the amaz- 
ing interiors of the pyramids were 
very interesting to his audience, 
He spoke of the Great Spinx and of 
the temples he had visited, (com- 
pliments of the Army Medical 
Corps).

Do It Yourself 


in Design of 


Planting boxes play an impor- 
tant part in the design of con- 
temporary homes. They are used 
in many ways to contribute an 
ornamental touch to the often 
severe lines of functional archi- 
tecture. 

In constructing all such boxes 
the needs of the plants to be 
grown in them should be con- 
sidered. They should be sturdy, 
because the soil which they must 
hold is heavy. The material of 
which they are made must be 
capable of withstanding constant 
moisture. Most important of all 
is that they provide quick drain- 
age for excess water wich will 
come from rain and the garden 
hose. 

Window boxes, which have 
been widely used for the last 
century in Surope and this coun- 
try provide experience, both in 
constructing the container and 
in selecting the plants to be 
grown. 

Window box plants can be 
grown satisfactorily in a box at 
least 10 inches wide and 8 inches 
deep, with its length to fit the 
space alloted. A box of these 
dimensions is large enough to 
hold the roots of annual flowers, 
and small foliage plants. If larg- 
er subjects are to be grown, 
proportionately larger root space 
should be provided. 

Concrete and metal boxes are 
satisfactory; but the do-it-your- 
self hobbiest can easily build 
them of wood. White pine or

The 
diagram herewith shows how to 
put the boards together and pro- 
vide brackets to support the box, 
.where needed. 

Think of the plant box as a 
decoration of the house. It should 
be painted to match the house 
color or trim. The flowers should 
be chosen to furnish a contrast- 
ing, yet harmonious color ac- 
cent. There is a wealth of suit- 
able varieties from which to 
choose. 

Rich potting soil, must be used 
for window boxes. Because there 
is so little of f% to feed the 
flowers, it should be well fer- 
tilized. — 

For annual flowers, at least six 
hours of sun a day is necessary 
and this requires a south expo- 
sure. The best stibjects are those 
of dwarf or trailing habit, the 
latter drooping festoons of bloom 
‘rom the boxes. Petunias of the 
balcony type are excellent, as 
are the tall nasturtiums, the 
giant morning glories. Dwarf pe- 
tunias, marigolds, ageratum, cal- 
liopsis, annual pinks, lobelia, 
dwarf morning glories, phlox, 
and zinnias can be grown. i] 

Boxes which spend most of the 
day in shade offer a special 
problem. If the shade is that of 
a building. perhaps only foliage 
plants can be grown.

A Lindsay family is now in its 
third day of-a 10 day quarantine 
imposed by the Medical Officer of 
Health following the sudden death 
of the infant son of Mr. and Mrs.

The child died of an uncommon 
disease térmed “acute meningo- 
coccemia” which, according to re- 
ports, has not made an appearance 
in this district for over a year.

Haliburton The Makings 


Of Nation’s Greatest Mining Area 


The House of Commons at Ottawa 
has been informed by the member 
for Victoria-Haliburton (this rid- 
ing) that he believes that “in 
Haliburton we haye the makings 
of the greatest mining development 
that has ever occurred in Canada.” 

Here ig the way “Hansard”, 
official recorder of parliamentary 
debates, sets down what the mem- 
ber for this riding had to say on 
mineral occurrences when he con- 
tinued to participate in the Throne 
Speech debate this week: 

Mr. C. W. Hodgson (Victoria, 
Ont.): “Mr. Speaker, on Friday 
night just before the house ad- 
journed I referred to a paper written 
by some of the departmental heads 
in Ottawa in 1932. I was speaking 
from memory ang I made a mistake 
of two years because the paper was 
written by Dr. Hugh Spence and R. 
K. Carnochan in 1930, The first part 
of the paper reads as follows: 

“This paper deals with an ocour- 
rence of radium ore near Wilber- 
force, Haliburton county, Ontario, 
upon which development work has 
recently been undertaken and which 
seems more likely to proye of com- 
mercial grade than any other deposit 
of radioactive minerals hitherto 
foung in Canada. This occurrence is 
sometimes called the Richardson 
property, after Mr. W. M. Richard- 
son, the discoverer, and will be 30 
referred to in the present paper. 

“The ore is referred to in the 
paper as radium. At that time not 
much had been heard about ur- 
anjum. Nothing was known about it 
so fer as atomic energy was con- 
cerned. I want to bring it to the 
attention of the government that 
the ore was found some years ago. 
Then there ts this passage in the 
paper: 

The first discovery of radium ore 
in the Wilberforce district was made 
in 1922 by Mr. W. M. Richardson, a 
prospector and miner with Alaska 
and Yukon experience, who had 
come to Wilberforce in connecton 
with the finds of molybdenite that 
had been made near that place. , 
In the course of prospecting the 
district, Mr. Richardson found 2 
heavy, black mineral in surface out- 
crops of pegmatite at different 
points on the property, and having 
obtained 2 sample of ... pitchblende, 
identified this mineral as uraninite. 
He, therefore, took up the mining 
rights on lota 4 and 5 in con- 
cession XX1, and on lot 4 in conces- 
sion XX11, and preceeded to open 
up a number of small prospect pits 
and trenches. 

“A sample of uraninite sent by Mr. 
Richardson to Ledoux and Company, 
of New York, for assay, was reported 
by them to contain 58.35 per cent 
of uranium oxide ... equivalent to 
2 radium content of 147 milligrams 
of radium per ton, Late in 1922, Dr. 
W. G. Miller visited the property 
and described it briefly in The 
Canadian Mining Journal of Janu- 
ary 1ith, 1924. 

“I mention that to show the house 
that what they were leoking for at 
that time was not uranium What 
wes in their minds was radium 
which they wanted for medica] pur- 
poses. Then I read the following 
from the paper: 

“In 1926, Dr. G, E. Richards, dir- 
ector of the department, of radiology, 
Toronto General Hospital, had visit- 
ed the property and secured samples 
of the ore and spring waters. With 
respect to the latter, Dr. Richards 
reported that three samples of water 
taken a various points all showed 
distinct radioactivity. 

In 1927, Mr. M. D- Kennedy made 
@ report on the property to the 
present company, who in 1929 com- 
menced their first development 
work. Up to this time, attention had 
mainly been focussed on several 
oufcrops of pegmatite that repre- 
sented the points of original 
discovery of uraninite . .. It is 
upon this lead that attention has 
since been centered and upon which 
work is proceeding at the present 
time. All of the three shipments of 
ore made to the mines branch in 
1929, and upon which tests were run, | 
came from thls vein. 


“Since that time this paper was 
written, amd late in the 1930's 
uranium was discovered there As I 
said on Fridsy night, I do not think 
these people had very much encour- 
agement from the government so far 
gs uranium was concerned, but 10 
spite of the government and the 
mines branch that property has been 
developed until today there are some 
2,600 odd claims staked in a town- 
ship and a half of that area. A lot 
of diamond driling has been done 
and as soon as the snow goes in the 
spring much more diamond drilling 
will be started. 

“I might say that the hon. mem- 
ber for Timmins (Mr, Eyre), who is 
jnterested in supplying diamond 
drills and equipment for hard rock 
drillers, took a stroll through that 
area last fall. Inasmuch as he has 
some experience in other mining 
areas he certainly was not there to 
see me. At least, he did not call 
me. However, he did go over the 
area, and starting on the first day 
of Apri] hs company is supplying 7 
different hard rock diamond drill- 
ing outfits in that area. 

“We have also had there some of 
the best geologists and engineers in 
the Dominion of Canada, Many of 
them come from the northern part 
of Ontario. There have also been 
many surveys made, maps prepared 
and so on. I hold in my hand a map 
of the district. You will see many 
other claims staked on it besides 
those in colour, but the coloured 
parts will give you some idea of the 
mines that are ready to operate. 
Some of them have already started 
and the rest are ready to begin in 
the early spring, I could not begin 
to give the names of all 2,600 com- 
panies but these are some with 
which I am familiar: Rare Earth, 
Tyson, Blue Rock, Homer Yellow- 
knife, Faraday, Denfield, Croft 
Uranium, Centre Lake and Oanadian 
Radium. 

“Quite a few of these mines are 
subsidiaries of other mines in On- 
tario. There is no doubt about it 
that the diamond drill holes now 
show that we haye the goods in 
that area Rare Earth has found 
three distinct rare minerals there, 
thorium, zirconium and hafnium. 
Columbium has also been found. 
‘These minerals are in quite large 
quantities and good percentages. 
That company Is a private concern. 
Nobody is helping it, but it has 37 
diamond drill holes below 1,000 feet 
and they have proved they have en- 
ough there in any one of these three 
claims to amost pay for operating 
the mine. 

“So far ag uranium is concerned, 
there is a tremendous potential 
demand for uranium being created 
throughout the free world by the 
present research work on the appli- 
cations of atomic energy both for 
military uses and industrial develop- 
ments such as ship propulsion, 
electric power etc. Present produc- 
tion goes exolusively to defence re- 
quirements and consumption figures 
are not available. 

“So far as other rare minerals are 
concerned, zirconium and hafnium, 
they are both newcomers to the 
industrial field and demand for both 
of them is expected to increase con- 
currently with the development of 
nuclear reactors. Zirconium hes no 
substitute in the construction of 
nuclear reactor powerplants on 
account of its physical properties 
resistance to heat and corrosion, and 
low thermal neutron absorption cross 
section It is also very much in de- 
mand as a metal that can withstand 
the high temperatures in the com- 
bustion chambers of jet engines. 
According to the United States 
Bureau of Mines, as a structural 
metal, zirconium has tremendous po- 
tentialities. 

“Then we come to. columbium 
Oolumbium oxide also appears in 
appreciable quantity in the assay 
report. The most important use for 
columbium is the manufacture of 
high temperature steels and alloys 
used in jet aircraft engines. Other 
uses include electronic tubes, low 
voltage rectifiers electrodes for 
welding stainless stee) and as an 
oxide in ceramics, The United 
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States is entirely dependent on 
foreign supply for this metal, and 
over 97 per cent comes from eastern 
hemisphere sources, largely Africa, 

“T believe I am safe in saying, Mr. 
Speaker, that in Haliburton, we have 
the makings of the greatest mining 
development that has ever occurred 
in Canada, as a result of the trem- 
endous amount of uranium ore con- 


centrates that have been found 
there as well as these rare metals. 
Whether or not these mining 


ventures have received very much 
encouragement from the atomic 
energy commission or the Depart- 
ment of Mines of this government, 
matters not. I am not going to argue 
about it. The people concerned seem 
to think they have had no encour- 
agement whateyer, If no consider- 
ation has been given to this 
company up to the moment I ask 
the minister, in all seriousness, to 
give some consideration to it because 
uranium cannot be mined without 
the approval of his department. This 
mineral has to be sold to the govern- 
ment according to the laws of the 
land, and an export permit cannot 
be obtained without the approval 
of the Department of Trade and 
Commerce. In all sincerity I ask the 
minister to once more look over the 
situation. I am sure he will give it 
some consideration when he sees 
the assay reports from that area, 

“There is only one more thing 
about which I should Jike to say 
a word in this debate. When the 
hon. member for Rosthern (Mr. 
Tucker) wag speaking a few days 
ago, he linked the trips made by 
Prime Minister (Mr. St, Laurent) 
to Quebec to those made by Sir 
John A. Macdonald at. the time 
confederation was under considerat_ 
on. I believe everyone will agreé with 
me that the meetings attended .by 
Sir John A. Macdonald resulted in 
Canada becoming one of the greatest 
countries in the world. I do not see 
how one could liken those trips to 
the trips made by the Prime Minis- 
ter and especially the last trip the 
Prime Minister made in September 
when he made a sword rattling 
speech. The Prime Minister took 
a different attitude when he went 
down to deal with Mr.Duplessis on 
the tax situation. Much to his credit, 
he is trying to do an about-face 
now. He is trying to patch up some 
of thé mistakes he made in Septem_ 
"ber. I hope the government will call 
& provincial ‘conference as Soon as 
possible, so that we may have more 
unity in Canada in the future than 
we have had in the past.” 


Find Lindsay Has 
About 100 Acres 
Industrial Land 


According to Lindsay's Assessment 
Commissioner Harold Baty, there is 
considerable top quality industrial 
acreage available in town, totalling 
about 100 acres, but if this property 
were to suddenly be occupied with 
factories, an extremely serious 
housing situation would develop, as 
there js not enough room in Lindsay 
for the necessary staffs’ homes. 

Upon further investigation, “The 
Post” learned from Mr, Baty, that 
there are two erected and vacant 
plants available in town. They are 
the former Chatco Steel plant, and 
the former Juvenile Furniture build- 
ing. The former Industrial Alcohol 
plant, north of Eglington, is consid- 
ered to be in a derelict condition, 
he declared, 

Most industries, it was learned, 
when building, require a minimum 
of 15 acres, and in most cases, much 
more than that, so that, according 
to other sources, there is actually 
not an excess of room for diverse 
industrial expansion in Lindsay 
within present boundaries. 

Mr. Baty listed the present avail- 
able sites stating that the largest 
area is in Ward Three. All sites 
have good provincial or county 
roads, all have both CNR and CPR 
adjacent or on the properties, and 
all have good water supply, In Ward 
Three the industrial areas are 
located from Colbourne St. E. ex- 
tending to the north boundary of 
the town. There is another smaller 
area on the south side of Col- 
bourne East between George St. and 
the boundary, that was originally 
scheduled as residential, but could 
be redirected by authority of coun- 
cil and the Town Planning Board, 
and designateg for a non-toxious 
industry, (smoke and noise free). 

According to available informat- 
ion, there are about 30 acres located 
in back of Dominion Brake Shoe and 
Varcum Ltd, that have been pur- 
chased by the Goodrich Rubber 
Company, which hag given no indi- 
cation of further development as 
yet.

Knight of the Toronto Post Office 
Public Relations Department has 
informed Omemee people that at 
Christmas time there were 100 bags 
of mail thrown out because of 
varioug reasons all the fault of the 
general public. 

Mr. McKnight said in an address 
delivered to the annual meeting of 
the Omemee Chamber of Commerce: 
“Many of the griefs and headaches 
of the postmasters could be avoided,” 
and he listed reasons for their 
griefs: “People putting on ineuf- 
ficient postage; no return address;

He gave a short review of the 
development of the postal service 
noting how it was begun in 1760 by 
Benjamin Pranklin, whom the 
British sent to Canada to get 
things started.

Beaver” was issued. In 1855 regular 
mail delivery was begun which was 
six years ahead of the U.S.A. Savings 
banks were added and in 1886 daily 
mail covered Canada from coast 
fo coast. In 1908 rural mail was 
introduced in 1921-22 money orders, 
in 1927 first air mail service was 
started out west and by 1939 had 
developed nation wide.

According to the Dairy Report 
of the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture, the County of Ontario 
was the only county in this part of 
the province that had an increase 
of creamery butter production dur- 
ing 1954 over 10953. 


production was 1,969,368 lbs, whereas 
during last year {t was 1,951,070 Ibs., 
a decrease of 18,298 lbs. During the 
month of December, the farmers of 
the county produced 89,561 Ibs. of 
butter, which was only 47 lbs below 
the same time of the year previous. 
There has been no production of 
Cheddar Cheese in the county dur- 
ing the year. 

In Peterborough county, creamery 
butter production dropped, 30,310

701,980 lbs. The production for the 
month of December was down 334 
Ibs. Cheddar Cheese production in 
‘the County showed a decline “of

‘The picture was somewhat bright- 
er in Ontario county, according to 
the statistics, with an increase in 
butter production of 36,572 Ibs. In

The overall picture for the province 
showed however, that there was a 
small gain of 1.25 per cént in 
creamery butter producton for the 
year, and an overall increase in 
Cheddar Cheese production of 5.43

FORESTRY NEWS 


“Many farm woodlot. owners 
obtain far less for their products 
than they Paight have obtained had 
they observed certain points,” says 
Mr. M. D. Kirk, of the Department. 
of Lands and Forests Division of 
Reforestation in his weekly bulletin. 

Mr. Kirk cites several points that 
should be considered prior to selling 
of woodlot, products. They are, (1) 
Never sell to the first bidder. There 
ig often a wide range of prices, 
particulary for good quality saw- 
logs. 4 

(2) Where possible, sell the manu_ 
factured product, rather than stum_ 
page. If it is necessary to sell stum- 
page, mark the trees to be cut, and 
specify the exact area to be cut, 
and type of timber to be cut in a 
written contract. 

(3) The timber from a privately 
owned woodlot can be sold by what- 
ever unit of measurement is agreed 
upon by the owner and buyer. For 
sawlogs, it is preferable to sell on 
the mill scale, since for small logs 
the amount of lumber that can be 
sawn out of them is from five to 
30 per cent greater than-vyalues given 
by log rules. 

(4) Never sel] timber for a set 
price per acre unless you have 4 
very accurate estimate of the a- 
mount of timber on the land. It is 
best for the pocketbook and the 
woodlot to sell only the large trees. 


Says Many Farm Woodlot Owners 
Never Get Best Products Value 


The medium and small trees are the 
potential timber trees 25 and 50 
years from now Very ittle profit is 
made in small timber, but this fact 
is often obscured by the profits 
made on the large logs cut at the 
same time. 

Mr. Kirk goes on to eay that most 
farmers ang woodlot owners never 
get the best value for their woodlot 
products. 

“Good sawlog material,” he says, 
“{s still being cut up for cordwood, 
thereby losihg two-thirds of their 
market value. The jobber knows 
the value of the timber, @eing ex- 
*perienced, and the farmer does not. 
Thus the jobber often buys the 
woods for much less than it is 
worth, and makes great profits.” 

In a summary on woodlot manage_ 
ment, he sets down the following 
suggestions: 

1. Fence woods from livestock. 

2. Cut selected mature trees for saw- 
logs, and defective dying and di- 
seased trees for fuel. 

3. Where species are low-grade, 
| underplant woods to improve grow- 
ing stock. 

4. In selling products, know your 
volumes, prices and get the highest 
bidder. 

5. Unless you do your own cutting, 
mark all trees to be cut. 

6. “The better you treat your 
woodlot, the more it will reward 
you.”

In Homemakers 


The committee of the Homemaker 
Service which is connected with the 
Red Cross Society, urges all its mem_ 
bers to spread information regarding 
the working details of the seryice, 
stressing its connection with the 
Red Cross; that it is available to 
all without regard to creed colour 
or income; that it is organized now 
and eager and anxious to serve all, 
ang that it Is prepared to expand as 
the need arises, 

The Homemaker Service Comimit- 
tee chairman, Dr C. W. M. Service 
has submitted his 1954 report with- 
in that of the Lindsay and Victoria 
County Branch of the Canadian Red 
Gross Society, Ontario Division, This 
report is for the first full year of the 
organization, it having been started 
in September, 1953. Supervisor then 
was Miss Sylvester who is credited 
with much of the service's present 
Success because of ground work lald 
by her. The present Supervisor, Mrs. 
Ruth E. McEwen ang her tio assis- 
tants who have borne an extra load 
when Mrs. McEwen was forced by 
reason of sickness in her family to 
be absent, received a wealth of 
praise in the report. The aSsistants, 
Mrs. T. H. Eberlee and Miss Sylvest- 
er have efficiently carried out their 
duties in supplying» assistance in 
homes when calls were received. On 
one particular instance a very re- 
Mable Homemaker sped by taxi 
to take over when the mother of a 
young baby took sick, when the 
baby’s father was hospitalized. 

Many acknowledgments of ex- 
cellent work have been received by 
citizens. One such said, “Our chil- 


dren were very kindly and efficiently 


cared for and the lady sent to our 
home is a credit to the homemaker's 
service,” 

During 1954, there were home- 
makers in 37 differen:*homes to 
total 263 days, the report indicates. 

In=the Financal Statement the 
total amount of fees received from 
homes visiteq show a sum of $861.50, 
and the cost of the service is divid- 
ed as to: Supervisor's Salary $600.00; 
Homemaker’s Wages $1,097.60; 
‘Transportation (Supervisor and the 
Homemakers) $39.90; Telephone 
$.50; Laundry $3.30; Uniforms, Veils 
Crests $26.28; Total Cost $1,702.58. 
Deducting from this the fees re- 
ceived $861.50; Net Cost of Seryice- 
$906.08. 

As the maximum fee of $4 a day 
to the family is precisely what the 
Red Cross pays the homemaker, it 
4s a service that cannot possibly 
cover expenses.

New (2) Antibiotic. 
Is Being Tested 
On TB Patients 


Feb, 6 --(BUP)-- A new 


London 
antibiotic is being used at Beck 
Memorial Sanatorium in London 


and Cotors there claim it has shown 
good results. 


The drug is Viomycin, another 
antibiotic isolated from yeast. It 
has been given to a number of 
tuberculosis patients but no definite 
result can be ascertained that can 
lead doctors to say that it is better 
than other antibjotics now in use. 

However, doctors say animal ex- 
periments have shown that it halts 
growth of tubercuosis organisms in 
the body. The drug has been used 
in the United States for two years.

Men hobby gardeners are in- 
clined to specialize, concentrat- 
ing their efforts upon one class 
of plants, More numerous than 
any other group are the vegeta- 
ble growers, who assert that no 
other branch of gardening brings 
its devotees and their families 
Such great rewards. 

These are not in ey sav- 
ings, they contend, as much as 
in the superior quality of gar- 
den fresh vegetables, which are 
seryed on the family table while 
young and tender, with flavor 
unimpaired by a long journey |in 
trom field to market. 

Many surveys have estab- 
lished that leisure hours passed 
in vegetable gardening earn 
high pay, when the yalue of the 
harvest is considered. But much 
more important.is the sense of 

3 achievement which the gardener 
feels, in having produced by his 
own efforts, “vegetables of su- 
perb taste and texture which 
cannot be bought in the mar- 
ket.” 

You can test the truth of this 
if you have a sunny area in the 
back yard 500 to 1,000 squaye

Omemee (PNS}— Mr. and Mrs.

Why should teachers who retired 
jn 1954 receive pensions that are 
three and four times the value of 
pensions given previous to 1949? 
Some teachers who retired in 1954 
are receiving as high as $4,000. per 
year. 

Teachers’ salaries nave gone up 
greatly in the last two or three years, 
on account of the high cost of living. 
If a teacher in service requires 
$4,000 to $8,000 per year to live why 
should a retired teacher be expected 
to exist on $600., after having given 
thirty-five to forty years of her 
Jife in the profession, when salaries 
were low? In the Provincial Treasury 
is the sum of $85,000,000 of the tea- 
chers money, yet in Ontario there 
are about 1,000 teachers existing on 
$600. per year.

ered snuffer over the flame. In 
1898, eggs were twelve cents a doz- 
en; potatoes were twenty-five cents 
a hundred pound bag.

Federal funds under this 
‘arrangement, when fully matched 
by Provincial and municipal contri- 
butions, will result in a total of 
approximately $1,200,000 available 
for civil expense expenditure at the 
municipal level in the, province of 
Ontario in the coming year. The 
present agreement arises out of dis- 
cussions held by the Honourable 
Paul Martin, Minister of National 
Health and Welfare, with Premier 
Leslie Frost of Ontario, whose per- 
sonal contribution to the success- 
ful completion of these arrange- 
ments was acknowledged publicly 
by Mr. Martin in the House of Com- 
mons. 

On Thursday, February 10th, 
the Minister of Labour paid very 
high tribute to the late Robert 
Saunders, Chairman of the On- 
tario Hydro Commission, for the 
system he set up on the St.

MOH Clarifies Polio Vaccine issue; 
Supplies Not Officially Declined 


Dr. BH J_ Gleeson, Medical Officer | 
of Health ofr the district informed 
“The Post” today that he wished | 
to stress the point that Lindsay has 
not really officially declined the use 
of polio vaccine. | 

Dr. Gleeson says today that at. the | 
time of the meeting, neither he nor 
the -Board of Health had received 
official information from the On- 
tario Department of Health regard- 
ing the availability of the vaccine, 
and when askeq by Mayor Hick 
whethe? the town was going to have 
any expense in this line) he was 
actually unable to give an authori- 
ative statement. He says that 
what he said at the ime was not 
intended to be taken as a final stand 
on the matter, but merely an ex- 
pression of opinion by himself that 
there would be probably no expense 
to Lindsay as the vaccine would be 
going to the large centres. He also 
stated that the “success of the 
vaccine hag not been proven .. . 
the only thing claimed for it, is that 
it is harmless.” 

The letter received by Dr Gleeson 
from the Department of Health on 
the polio vaccine subject, reads as 
follows: 

“Bear Doctor:- 

It 1s hoped that pollo vaccine may 
be made ayailable this Spring for 
human vaccination. Owing to the 
fact that the supply of vaccine Is 
limited, it is proposed to restrict its 
use to children presently enrolled 
in the first and second grades of 
the Elementary Schools, both Public 
and Separate. The vaccine will be 
supplied without cost. The implicat- 
jong of this proposal should be dis- 
cussed in deta!l with your Board. 

“In planning the administrative 
details of the programme, it will be 
necessary for you to: (1) Find out 
the actual number of children in the 
grades in question, and forward 
the total number to the Department 
as soon as possible, (2) Secure the 
co-operation of the school authori- 
ties for the use of school premises, 
assistance of teacher etc. (3) Re- 
member that orderly haste is neces- 
sary {f this programme lg to be 
completed before the onset of the 
polio season. 

“Tt will be necessary that written 
consent for inoculation with the 
vaccine be secured from the re-

The plan for the new building 
was prepared by Town Engineer G. 
L. Wilson who also prepared the 
Proposed cost of such an expendi- 
ture. It was felt by Mr. Breese 
that with over $75,000. worth of 
equipment, it should be housed in 
a heated building and should be 
properly maintained by a full time 
mechanic who would also act as 
custodian of the building and equip- 
ment. 

It was stated by the chairman, 
that the present facilities are highly 
inadequate, as the equipment will 
depreciate much more rapidly be- 
ing left outside without the prop- 
er attention that should be given. 

According to the estimate sub- 
mitted, the total cost would be 
$24,500, which would include four 
garage bays plus an office bay, An 
additional $2,000. would be required 
to erect the proper fencing around 
the property to guard some of the 
town's property that would be kept 
outside, such as lumber, etc. It was 
stated that each garage bay would 
be 18 by 24 feet, and the four bays 
would accommodate all of the 
town’s equipment. If in some fut- 
ure year) expansion should be, neces- 
sary, the structure’is designed so as 
to permit extensions to be built at 
a minimum of cost. 

Mayor Hick suggested that the 
town should apply to the Ontario 
Municipal Board for permission to 
go ahead with the work, and if it 
was decided by the town to con- 
truct the building, debentures 
could then be issued. 

The matter was brought to a close

According to the annual police 
Teport submitted to Council on 
Monday night, the number of of- 
fenses known to police were 863, an 
increase of 210 over the previous 
year. 

However, the number of offenses 
successfully concluded by police 
during 1954 was 779, which evened 
out the crime-conclusion ratio be- 
tween the two years. 

Chief Hunter indicated in his 
report that the number of mun- 
icipal by-laws violated during the 
past year, including traffic viol- 
ations settled by payment of tag 
was up by almost 350 per cent, 
with 2,615 offenses recorded, against | 
708 for the previous year. The 
Ohief stated that this was due in 
some ways to the accurate check 
that is being made of all parking 
meters now, with a constant vigil- 
ance being kept, and all being in 
good working order.

Town Clerk W.R. Allely read 
each application which stated the 
qualifications and experience of 
the various applicants.

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SOMETHING TO GET HIS TEETH INTO 

Mr. GC. W. Hodgson, Victoria and Haliburton’s mem- 
ber of the federal parliament, has been in the news 
quite a lot lately and has been reported at some length 
in this paper following speeches made during the de- 
bate on the Throne Speech in the House of Commons. 
This is good.... it is well that we have a member who 
is not afraid to apeak out on matters of concern to hia 
own riding and the rest of Canada, hecause it is be- 
coming increasingly apparent that there aré many 
things in connection with Canada’s administration 
which need to be discussed and acted upon. 

Along about this time of year when most people 
hegin to give some serious thought to payment of in- 
come taxes in one form or another, we feel the moment 
is opportune to suggest that Mr. Hodgson might con- 
sider a couple of points in this connection. One of 
these concerns the levying of interest charges by the 
government on overdue tax payments and its failure to 
cotipensate the taxpayer with interest on money which 
its collectora garner in excess and hold in the federal 
treasury for some time. Perhaps our member could 
ascertain from the government how it justifies such a 
one-sided interest arrangement. Another point has 
to do with the matter of personal income tax reduc- 
tions which are made at the source of earnings. It 
seems groasty unfair to the income tax payer in this 
bracket that his taxes should be paid to a large extent 
before they are due and yet this doesn't merit any 
discount for prompt payment. Most pre-payments 
in commerce command premium or cash discoun 
Why shouldn't the same thing apply to income taxes? 
It would be interesting to hear the explanation of thia 
seemingly unfair method of doing business. 


There is another matter which many people might 
like to have Mr. Hodgson enquire about, and that con- 
cerns the payment of nnetaployment insurance bene- 
fits. Not a few people are curious to know why there 
is a limit to the time which benefits Imay be received but 
absolutely no limit as to the time one is compelled to 
contribute. Is this a just arrangement? 

These are but three of several items which we feel 
could evoke some interesting reaction if brought ont 
during parliament. There are others which might 
warrant consideration and provide the honourable 
metber with some useful material. 


HEAVY TRUCKS AND ANGLE PARKING 

Ald. Jos. Holtom no doubt has the support of many 
safety-minded people in the matter of heavy trucks 
angle parking on Lindsay’s Kent Street. Jt ia not likely 
that even those who own or drive heavy trucks wiil take 
serious issue with the alderman’sa recommendation that 
the practice be stopped, especially when it is realized 
that it is directed at promoting traffic aafety. The 
angle parking of heavy trucks on Kent Street does pre- 
sent a very real menace to the safety not only of other 
motor traffic but to pedestrians,aa well. ... it should be 
atopped withont delay, but... it is hardly sufficient to 
aay atop something without making an effort to assist 
those who would be affected by such an order. 

It would seem like a very simple matter to put an 
end to angle parking of heavy trucks on Lindsay's main 
street without seriously inconveniencing anyone. One 
solution would be to provide alternative parking accorn- 
modation. Victoria Avenue south, west side, has a 
stretch of roadway which might lend itself admirably 
to accommodation for heavy truck parking. If this 
were not satisfactory perhaps some arrangement conld 
be made to reserve a portion of the parking area owned 
by the Town of Lindsay which lies just behind the stores 
on Kent St. North between the former “Hismure Lane” 
and Cambridge St. There are probably other parking 
areas which could be set aside for heavy trucka in the 
downtown section if a solution to the problem were to 
be sought. 


GETTING OUT OF THE ARMY

Yet she went through college, she has 
written brilliantly and continues to do so and she has 
never faltered, since she was restored to creative and 
conscious life by the Jate Anne Sullivan Macy, in her 
devotion to others who are blind or deaf and to all who 
suffer. Hundreds of wounded and mutilated soldiers re- 
member her. All over the world she is known for the 
tenderness and the wisdom of her great spirit. 

Now, at this advanced age, with her present faith- 
ful cotapanion, Polly Thompson, she is setting out on a 
49.000 mile trip to India, Pakistan, Burma, the Philip- 
pines and Japan. In the course of this trip she will do 
all she can to help the sightless, the deaf and the hard of 
hearing. Those who know her realize also that she will 
do all she can to help everyone who is in trotible and 
with whom she comes in contact- With her goes a 
love of democracy and of freedom, and somehow 
these express themselves in her gestures and in her 
smnile and in the words she speaks either with her own 
voice or with her fingers into other people’s hands. 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt said of her the other night: 
“Everywhere you go you understand the needs of peo- 
ple. the sufferings they have.gone through and what you 
can give ther. All people are part of your family. Your 
great gift is being part of humanity.” 

There are many people in this world who have the 
will to help others and the ability to forget their own 
limitations and sufferings. Beyond that there is a 
quality of courage that enables a few gifted and be- 
nign souls to overcome thelr own handicaps and to give 
themselves to humanity and for humanity. This those 
of us who know Helen Keller find in her. Our hearts and 
our gratitude go with her on this journey.

MUSICIANS LIVE LONGER 

Fritz Kreisler does not give public recitals on his 
violin nowadays. No doubt he gives himself and his 
friends a tune in the privacy of his home, but if he 
wanted he could give a better recital at 80 than moat 
violinists before the public today. 

Many musicians live to a good age, probably be- 
cause they take extreme care of themselves. They 
have to, else they would lose the delicacy of their hands, 
and their earning power would be gone. The great 
violinist Leopold Auer, had a playing and teaching life- 
span of more than 80 years, and Jeno Hubay was still 
giving recitals when he was 79. Among pianists, Ignace 
Paderewski gave public recitals when he was nearly 
80. 

Instrumental music seems to he the one way in 
which man or wornan can remain at full earning cap- 
acity until late In life; to the end of thelr days, In fact, 
if they feel Inclined to. The fees received by most 
singers and instrumentalists at or near the top, who 
receive regular engagements through a booking ag- 
ency, are sufficient to enable them to retire compar- 
atively early in life, but the love of their job, the re- 
lishment of applause — and the money — induce 
them to stay on. 

Some movie and TV stars, and topnotch boxers, 
make fabulous sums for a few years, but the drawing 
power of their physical capacity comes to an end while 
they are quite young. But there are thousands of con- 
cert artista who get from $500 to $ for an engage- 
ment, hundreds from $1,000 to $1,750, and quite a few 
from $2,000 to $2,500. One celebrated pianist in the 
$2,000 to $2,500 bracket gives about 70 recitals a year, 
which would make around $150,000 a year, plus a big 
annual income from gramophone records, the latter 
probably continue long after he gees fit to retire. 

These earnings, which will amount to millions 
during an active concert career, suggest that it is het- 
ter to be a professional musician than a professional 
ball player og boxer.

Having 
heard that Sondheim takes this 
hemline business so seriously, Bri- 
sh United Press asked him how a 
woman decided proper length in this 
era of changing hemlines. 

Says Sondheim--"Three things 
determine the proper length . .. a 
woman's height, the type of dress, 
and the kind of legs she has.” 
Sondheim says that hemlines seem- 
ed to have settled anywhere from 
13 to 15 inches from the floor , - 
each woman has to decide what 
length in phat range is most becom- 
ing. 

“A pretty good general rule for all 
heights is --let the hemline come to 
mid-calf. The dress manufacturer 
says if a woman's legs are perfect, 
she needs little advice on hemlines. 
But say your legs are no match for 
Dietrich’s . they're plump or 
skinny.

In 1953, there were 631 births in 
Lindsay ,and 648 in 1954, an in- 
crease of just 17.

Planting schedule of Albert C. 


Albert C. Burrage, engineer 
by profession and amateur gar- 
dener by avocation has written 
a book of which its publishers, 
D. Van Nostrand Company say: 
“There has never before been 
a connoisseur’s book on vege- 


tables.” 
Mr. Burrage’s estate, Can- 
dlewood, Ipswich, Mass., has 


long contributed blue ribbon ex- 
hibits to the Massachusetts Hor- 
ticultural Society's flower shows. 


His theme is: “There is noth- 
ing like home grown vegetables 
. . . Until you have eaten these 
wonderful delicacies you can- 
not believe that they actually 
exist.”’ 

The only way to get such veg- 
etables at their best, he as- 
serts, is to grow them in your 
own garden near your kitchen 
so they can be cooked -garden 
fresh and served at the peak 
of their flavor. 


While holding that the cost of 
such superlative food is sec- 
ondary, Mr. Burrage keeps 
careful records of his garden’s 
cost and yield. He gives figures 
which demonstrate that a hob- 
by gardener who enjoys the 
work can earn high wages, paid 
by the reduction of his food 
bill, while he supplies his fami- 
ly with ‘‘vegetables of superb 
taste which just cannot be 
bought in the market.’’ 

Last summer the Burrage 
week-end ‘‘minimum effort’’ gar- 
den 25x51 feet produced the fol- 
lowing totals of fresh young 
vegetables: 533 pounds of beans, 


Burrage’s week-end garden. 


ach, tomatoes, squash and root 
crops; 180 ears of sweet corn, 
and 60 heads of lettuce. All this 
was produced by 26% hours 
work, which included prepara- 
tion and final clean-up, but not 
the harvesting. 


So far as practical, he says, 
the garden site should have no 
shade at all, good drainage, 
soil free from roots of trees and 
shrubs. It should be as small as 
practical for the production de- 
sired and as near as possible to 
the house. Since vegetables 
should always be harvested 
when young and tender, it is bet- 
ter to sow them in short rows. 

The vegetable gardener, Mr. 
Burrage demonstrates, has many 
problems to solve in the selec- 
tion of top quality varieties and 
the arrangement of planting 
schedules so that when one 
sowing of a variety passes the 
peak of quality, another young 
and tender crop is ready to sup- 
ply the table. But to the hobby 
gardener these problems will 
increase the interest of his spe- 
cialty, and provide satisfaction 
in solving them. 


To grow fine vegetables is just 
as much fun as to grow fine 
flowers and the pride of achieve- 
ment as great when ribhons a-e 
won at the community flower 
show. To quote from Richardson 
Wright's foreword to the Burrage 
book: “The gastronomic garden- 
er is the finest flower of family 
life . , . Only amid a circle of 
ofi-spring and friends can he 
truly display his taste and the

fruits of his horticultural skill.’’

Lindsay Declines Polio Vaccine, 
Peterboro Inoculating 2,000 


While the city of Peterborough Is 
going to inoculate 2,000 children 
in the lower public school grades 
against polio, Lindsay has decided 
not to take any action. 

When a discussion of Polio im- 
munization was brought before 
members of Lindsay's Board of 
Health, on Friday, the Medical 
Officer of Health, Dr. H. J, Gleeson 
said that the present polio vaccine 
ig purely experimental, and there 
is not enough of it to make any 
effect. “There is not enough of the 
‘hard Vaccine’,” he said, “to in- 
oculate a group of children for 
comparison purposes although in 
the U.S. this year they expect to 
inoculate about five million child- 
ren, purely as an experiment.” 

Dr. Gleeson said that he felt that 
the polio vaccine that has been used 
extensively for the past few years 
is not as effective as it was origin- 
ally expected to be. 


In commenting on the great 
strides that have been taken to 
counteract polio, Dr Gleeson said 
that only about two per cent of 
the persons stricken with the disease 
are left with a permanent paralysis. 


“That figure,” he stated, “ex- 
cludes those who are stricken in 
the bulbar region, where the base 
of the skull joins the spine. The 
disease is no longer referred to as 


Infantile Paralysis as it has been 


Jearned that it no longer ts & 
disease of the children. Polio strikes 
as many adults as it does youngsters, 
and to the best of my knowledge, the 
oldest known person that has been 
struck down was aged 48. 

“The March of Dimes campaign 
has stateq that there can be ex- 
pected another polio epidemic this 
year, however, I do not anticipate 
any expense in Lindsay for Polio 
immunization this year,” said Dr. 
Gleeson. 

PETERBORO ACTS 
TO INOCULATE 2,000 

Some 2,000 Grade 1 and 2 Peter- 
borough children are likely to receive 
experimental inoculations against 
polio in April and May. 

If the board of education and the 
separate school board agree and 
individual parents give their con- 
sent, Peterborough will become one 
of the first Canadian municipalites 
to take advantage of the, as yet, 
rare vaccine which has been receiv_ 
ing tests in the United States. 

At the meeting of the board of 
health, Friday, MOH Dr. J. P. Wells 
receiveg consent to go ahead with 
the scheme once the schools’ boards 
have concurred. 

The vaccine has not yet been de- 
finitely established as a fool-proof 
preventative measure, but the theory 
hag been proved beyond doubt and 
the vaccine, even if it is not success- 
ful, is 100 per cent harmless, 


Extend Free Dental Service 
To All Public School Pupils 


All Lindsay schoolchildren be- 
tween grades one and eight plus 
kindergarten will have the oppor- 


tunity of availing themselves of the 


dental services that previously were 
available to only the children in 
grades one to four. 

This decision was made at the 
Friday evening meeting of the Lind- 
say Board of Health, at which Mr. 
L. T. Braunton was re-appointed 
chairman of the board of 1955. 

The school nurse, Miss Lowe said 
that she felt that there had been 
an actual improvement in the con- 
dition of the teeth of the child- 
ren who had been using the dental 
service, The Board agreed that if 


the older children had their dental 
needs cared for by the Board of 
Health, the overall cost of the ex- 
tension would be considerably less 
than double what it has been prev- 


-iously, 


To cover the extra expense, an 
annual increase of $600. to the pres: 
ent $1,300. budget was to be asked 
from Town Council. It was also 
expressed that the present school 
dentist, Dr. Ferguson, will probably, 
be requiring some assistance with 
the increased work. 

It was stressed by members of the 
Board that this dental service is ay- 
ailable to both Public and Separate 
Schools in Lindsay, and is entirely 
voluntary,

Two Lindsay Police Department 
cadets ‘were sworn in as Special 
Constables by - Magistrate R. I. 
Moore on Friday afternoon in the 
Town Hall, : 

Wm Bowes and Fred Hill, both of 
whom have been on the force in 
the capacity of police cadets for 
some time, took two oaths, one of 
Allegiance. and the other termed 
Declaration of Office. 

The latter declaration is termed 
thus: 

Declaration of Office 

“IT... . do solemnly promise and 
declare that I will truly, faithfully, 
and impartially to the best of my 
knowledge and ability, execute the 
office of Special Constable to which 
I haye been appointed In this muni- 
cipality: and that I have not re- 
ceived any payment or reward, or 
promise thereof, for the exercise of 
any partiality or malversation, or 
other undue execution of the said 


office.” 
This declaration, which comes 
under the Municipal Act can be 


heard by either the Magistrate or 
the Town Clerk, However, the Oath 
of Allegiance must be heard by a 
Magistrate, as it comes under the 
Police Act, It reads; 

Oath of Allegiance 

“I... do swear that I will well 
and truly serve our Sovereign Lady 
the Queen, in the office of Special 
Constable for the Town of Lindsay 
without favour or affection, malice 
or ill-will, and that to the best of 
my powers, I will cause the peace to 
be kept and preserved, and prevent 
all offenses against the person or 
properties of Her Majesty's sub- 
jects; and that while I continue to 
hold the said office, T will to the 
best of my skill and knowledge, 
discharge al] the duties thereof, 
faithfully, according to the law. So 
help me God.” 

Chief Hunter says that P.C.'s 
Bowes and Hil] will now have the 
full authority of a regular police 
officer on any assignment given 
them by himself, with a few minor 
restrictions. However, the Police 
Commission feels that this move 
will give the regular force more time 
to concentrate on specifics, when 
much of the routine work is supple- 
mented by the assistance of the two 
new men,

By Interesting Omemee Visitor 


Reports Boom Conditions, Little Unemployment 
New Lindsay Brochure 
Heralds Stepped Up 
industrialization Plan 


Omemes (PNS)— Mrs. Maughen of 
Rothley, Leicestershire, England, 
who has been guest of her nieces, 
‘Mrs. Whitmore of Omemee and Mrs.

Questioned as to the conditions 
im England, che replied that things 
are booming in England with very 
Httle of the unemployment so rife 
here. 

In her part of England great 
textile and shoe factories are very 
busy. Televisions are very numerous 
and receptions good. Prices are simi- 
lar to ours. Butter Is 75 cents per 
Tb, and eggs are dear, but other 
foodstuffs and clothing are cheaper 
than here she states, 

‘The Nationa] Health service intro- 
duced is a great benefit to all giving 
freedom of worry to the old and 
poor, Everyone employed contributes 
to the National Health. Old age 
pension payments were raised re- 
cently to 3.10 pounds, shillings week- 
ly to married couples. The housing 
eituation is improving, but schools 
are yery overcrowded and a shortage 
of teachers exists, the visitor says. 

Speaking regarding war experi- 
ences, Mrs Maughan relates she 
lived in Buckinghamshire during the 
war, and the enemy did not visit 
them very often as they sought out 
to destroy vital industry. But they 
could see London on fire 35 miles 
away, and busloads of refugees were 
brought to the villages from London, 
she remembers. 

Mrs. Maughan is a retireq school 
mistress of some 32 years service and 
Tetired in 1937. She hag visited 
Norway, Sweden France, Holland, 
Belgium, Denmark and nearly got 
caught in Germany in August of 
1939, during Hitler's second election 


and the outbreak of war. In Berlin) 


she saw millions of Germans raise 
their hands in the “Heil Hitler 
Salute” as Hitler and Von Hinden- 
burg drove by.

FORESTRY NEWS 


Logging Conditions Excellent; 
Advocate Tree Farm Movement 


In the weekly report of the Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests; Mr. R. 
A. Quirt of the Timber Management 
Division comments on the excellent 
conditions the logging industry has 
had this year. He says: 

“This year the weather has been 
typical of our winters of several 
years ago. Timber Operators have 
had plenty of snow and frost, and 
there has been no delay in the log 
haul, such as has been experienced 
in recent seasons. If the good old- 
fashioned weather prevails for an- 
other week or ten days ali the Jogs 
will be safely landed on the lakes 
or in dry dumps adjacent to the 
saw-mills or veneer plants, 

“Our Scaling Staff has been busily 
engaged measuring the logs ahead 
of the haul. The field work will soon’ 
be finished for another season, and 
the Scalers will be submitting re- 
turns of the timber cut to the 
Lindsay District Office, and we in 
turn will forward a General Return 
of the timber cut by various operat- 
ors to Main Office in Toronto. 

TREE FARM 

“Sweeping across Southern On- 
tario is a new conservation practice- 
that of tree farms, This crusade is 


sponsored by the Canadian Forestry 


Association with the aim of improv- 
ing and managing the remaining 
timber supplies of Ontario. Assis- 
tance is provided by the Department 
of Lands and Forests, but the main- 
spring of the effort is the people of 
Ontario. 

“Of the five million acres of pri- 
vately owned woodlands of old 
Ontario, only about 10 per cent is 
at its best productivity. Bad manage_ 
ment and abuse of our woodland is 
the general rule. 

“Throughout the Province local 
‘Tree Farm Committees are being set 
up to assist the National Committee 
in encouraging woodland owners to 
better forestry. To have their wood- 
lands. certified as tree farms, the 
‘owners must comply to the following 
standards: 1. Protect their wood- 
lands from fire, insects, disease; 2. 
Follow cutting and planting prac- 
dices to insure future forest crops. 
3. Allow committee foresters to in- 
spec; their tree farms. 4. Maintain 
the woods for growing forest crops. 

“The Tree Farm Movement is 
15 years old in United States. There 
are now 5,500 tree farms, covering 
32 million acres, in that country, In 
Canada the movement started in 
1953, and now 114 tree farms in- 
clude 330,000 acres.”
